Wasiiimiton, Dec. 10. A meeting of 
the various states was held at the Kbbet 
House to-day to petition Congress for 
the erection of a memorial monument in 
Philadelphia to commemorate the declar- 
ation of independence and the one hun- 
dredth anuiveiBury of constitutional 
government iu the United .Status. Gov- 
ernor Green, of New Jersey, called the 
meeting to order, A. I'. (Joleabery be- 
ing secretary. Gov. Green delivered an 
address, giving a history of the present 
movement, which, he said, was started 
as far back as 1802. After a general 
discussion a draft bill was adopted to bo 
presented to congress. Ten acres in 
b'arniount park will be set apart for the 
monument. The bill provides for a 
committee of citizens from each of the 
states and territories, ami thirteen citi- 
zens ol Philadelphia, and asks congress 
for an appropriation to erect the monu- 
ment, the amount being left blank. 

A IMine Drowned Out.

UNHAPPY JOHNSTOWN. 



The Cry ol' " Kite " in a Theatre 
Causes a Punic. 



Scores of Children Knocked Down ami 
Trampled by Strong Men— The boss 
of Life Not Yet Known. 



PlTMBURO, Dec. 10. —It is reported 
that a panic occurred in a theatre at 
Johnstown last night with serious re- 
sults. 

A apcoial to the Times from Johns- 
town, Pa., says that there was a panic 
in tlio theatre at that place to-night, 
and so far ten dead bodies have been 
found. 

It is believed that the injured num- 
ber about 7.5. 

LATER. — Tho panic occurred in the 
(dd Maine Street Opera House dur- 
ing a performance of "Uncle Tom's 
Cabin." There was only one exit, 
reached by a narrow stair, and the hall 
W08 Crowded: Among the killed are 
Mrs. N'ester and Ceo. Fiscliharn, the 
latter a resident of Baltimore. 

A special from Johnstown to the 
Times says : An alarm of lire was 
sounded to night at 10., '10. It was in 
Dr. Wakeliehl s stables in Kcrnville. 
"Uncle Tom's Cabin" was playing in 
I lie Park's Opeia House, and when the 
alarm w as hounded the whole audience 
of 000 people jumped to their feet 
and made a dash for the stairway and a 
fearful jam and crushing was the result. 
A number of persona thinking the fire 
was iu the opera house, tried to get into 
the theatre, causing another panic, and 
it was necessary for the firemen to turn 
the hose on the crowd to gel theill away 
from the door. The screams were ter- 
rible and it was shocking to see small 
children knocked down by big men and 
trampled upon. This theatre has 
always been noted as being a death 
trap, and was condemned twelve years 
ago, but the oilier theatres bad been 
washed away in the flood. 



NEW NAVIGATION LINE. 

Another Big Steamboat Line for the Bound 
—The Premier to he Bought. 

(Post-In tolllgoncor.) 

Caplain John Irving, manager of the 
Canadian Pacific Navigation Company 
at Victoria, B. ('., was iu the city last 
Friday with a view to the consolidation 
of the Proposed Seattle Steamboat Com- 
pany with another company that will be 
shortly formed to cover all points on the 
Sound, with headquarters at Seattle. 

The object, as ascertained, is to make 
a new line of steamers that will run iu 
opposition to the Union Pacific boats, 
and give a thorough connection with 
the Canadian Pacific railway by Ameri- 
can bottom boats. This will be done by 
running from Seattle lo Victoria, where 
Connection can be made with the steam- 
er I.-lauder, which plies betweun Vic- 
toria ami Vancouver. 

The new scheme is proposed iu view 
of the early completion of the Seattle, 
Lake Shore tt Eastern to tin' boundary 
and the necessity of withdrawing the 
steamer Premier from the run to Van- 
couver, she being an American bottom 
boat. To prevent her lining brought 
into competition, it has been pro- 
posed that she become one of the boats 
in the new Hue to be started. 

It is believed Hut a company can be 
formed at once and those who havo the 
matter in hand have at least four st cam- 
els in view that would be suitable for 
the trade between Portland and Seattle, 
and two or three that are available for 
the local trade on the Sound. The only 
set-back is the proposed Seattle Steam- 
boat Company, which would of neces- 
sity compete with and interfere with the 
scheme. To avoid this it has been pro- 
posed that those interested in the Seat- 
tle line join in this later scheme and 
make it all one. 

It is believed that the slock ill the 
new steamboat enterprise can be readi- 
ly taken up, the boats bought and the 
routes established between Seattle ami 

Victoria; Port Townsend, Olympiaand 

Portland; whereas the prospects are that 
the Seattle Steumboat Company cannot 
be formed and anything like a service 
given for at least a year. To meet the 
requirements of the Seattle line the new 
company propose to make headquarters 

at Seattle and serve nil the points and 
business Intended to lie met by the Se- 
attle line. 

The absence of G. Morris Sailer lias 

caused the delay of any thing like a defi- 
nite settlement of the scheme, hut it is 
understood that Captain Ir\ing has 
gone to Portland and San Fraucisco to 
move ill the direction outlined, relying 
on assurances of its ultimate success. 
He will return in a few days ami confer 
with Mr. Halleros to whether it will 
hi; possible to bring ill the stockholders 
of the proposed Seattle steamboat line.

EUROPEAN GOSSIP. 



Tin; (IAS MEN'S STRIKE. 
London, Dec. 10.— The attitude of 
the coal handlers in connection with the 
threat to strike of the gas works, adds 
an extremely alarming feature to the 
already serious situation. Ostensibly 
in sympathy with the gas company, but 
really in furtherance of their own inter- 
ests, the coal handlers have issued an 
ultimatum to tlio masters giving them 
tho alternative of advancing wages or 
Buffering the inconvenience and pecu- 
niary loss of a determined strike. The 
action of the coal handlers, us well as 
the movements of the gas workers, is 
well timed as a incline of discomfort 
and even distress, since it is they who 
directly supply every house and factory 
in the metropolis with coal. They thus 
seized the opportunity to enforce their 
demands at the beginning ot the busy 
season. The threatened stoppage of the 
supply of gas has created a boom in 
petroleum, and the demand for lamps is 
greater than has ever before been 
known, and it is almost beyond the 
capacity of the dealers to fill the orders. 
The London Qas Light Co. is flooded 
with applications for work, and has 
already engaged fifteen hundred men to 
take the places of any of their men who 
may go out on strike. A number of 
competent hands stand ready to fill the 
vacant places, and this has greatly en- 
couraged the belief of the company in 
its ability to win a deserved victory. 
Hence its stubbornness in refusing to 
agree to any terms short of compliance 
with the present order of things. 

MR. MCDONALD DYING. 

Mr. McDonald, business manager of 
the Times, whose connection with the 
forger and perjurer Pigott brought him 

into unpleasant notoriety, is in a critical 

condition, and believed to be dying.

A Steamer Baiiiuged. 

San Francisco, Dec. 9. — Tho storm 
of. last night and this morning worked 
considerable damage around the city 
front. Serious damage was experienced 
by the stern wheel steamer Alvira, 
lying at the dock. Early this morning 
the captain was awakened by a heavy 
crash, and running out, found the water 
pouring into his vessel from all direc- 
tions. A tug came to his aid, but at 
daylight it was found necessary to tow 
the vessel to the mud lints to keep her 
from sinking. When the tide went out 
it was found holes had been made in the 
steamer's sides to let the water out. 
The captain thinks the steamer's bottom 
struck on a loose pilo. 

ltchirii of a Long-Lost Cornel. 

San Francisco, Dec. !). — Professor 
E. E. Barnard, of Lick observatory, 
gives information of a remarkable theor- 
etical discovery in comet ary astronomy 
made by Mr. S. C. Chandler of Cam- 
bridge. Upon investigating Home 
peculiarities in the orbit of the comet 
discovered last July by Mr. Brooks, and 
which is still under observation by Mr. 
Chandler, he found that it had made a 
remarkably close approach to the planet 
Jupiter in 1888, ana that its path had 
then been entirely changed, the comet 
being thrown into its present small 
eclipse, with a period of seven years. 
Stimulated by this to find out what the 
path of the comet was previous to 1880, 
he was led to the discovery that it was 
identical with the famous Texell's "lost 
comet" of 1770. 

Heavy Itnlii Storms. 

.San Francisco, Dec. 9. — One of the 
heaviest rain storms for years has pre- 
vailed throughout California for the 
past two weeks. In a few portions of 
Northern California the rainfall lias 
been the heaviest ever known, some 
damage having resulted therefrom, 
especially in the low lands of the Sacra- 
mento Valley. In general, however, the 
rain has been most welcome, and grass 
and grain are springing from the ground 
as they have never' done before at tbja 
season of the year. A largely-increased 
area of fall-sown grain will result. Tel- 
egraphic advices indicate that thousands 
of acres of oranges and fruit trees will 
be planted in Northern and Southern 
California, and thousands of new vino- 
yards will be started in the Fresno raisin 
district.

The Air We Breathe. 

The second of the course of practical 
talks at the Y. M. (.'. A. rooms was 
given lust evening by Rev. P. Jenns, 
the subject being " The air we breathe," 
illustrated with experiments. There 
was a fair attendance of ladies and gen- 
tlemen, who gave great attention to the 
remarks of the lecturer. The lecture 
opened with experiments illustrating 
the pressure of the atmosphere, which 
presses on this earth, with the enormous 
weight of 15 lbs. per square inch. The 
component parts of the air, oxygen, hy- 
drogen and carbonic acid gas, were then 
taken up in succession, and their differ- 
ent uses demonstrated with several very 
interesting experiments, clearly show- 
ing the necessity of each one in right 
proportions lo produce the combustion 
necessary for animal and vegetable life. 
The limited time prevented full explan- 
ations of nil the experiments, which the 
lecturer promised to give nt a future 
time, and it is to he hoped that the 
association will avail themselves of the 
kind oiler. At the close a vote of 
thanks was tendered Mr. Jenns.

The Advisory Council can, we 
thir.k, bo made responsible to tho As- 
Bembly, and the power over the expendi- 
ture given to tho people's representa- 
tives, without very greatly changing the 
machinery of government that now 
exists in the Territories. 



THE SUPPLIES STOPPED. 

There aro some who make light of the 
difficulty between Governor Royal, of 
the Northwest Territories, and the Le- 
gislative Assembly. They say that it is 
a "tempest in a teapot." Hut this tem- 
pest in a teapot is, in all essential par- 
ticulars, like tempests that have mailo a 
great deal of noise in the world, It i» 
the assertion of the representatives of 
the people of their right to manage the 
people's affairs. 

The Government of the Northwest 
Ter ritories appears to be a sort of com- 
promise between that of a crown colony 
and that of a province to which respon- 
sible government has been extended. It 
is really neither the one thing nor the 
other, and we question very much 
whether it will prove workable. A 
Lieut. -Governor who, by the law of the 
Dominion, is invested with certain pow- 
ers will lie pretty sure to exercise them 
to their full extent, and a legislative 
body elected by the people will not be 
satisfied to sit for the mere purpose of 
carrying out tho will of the Lieut! -Gov- 
ernor. Representative bodies want .to 
bo self -govern ing, and whether tho law 
is on their side or not, they are sure to 
grow restive when the executive exer- 
cises powers that, in their opinion, pro- 
perly belong to them. 

Responsible Government has not been 
extended to the Territories, hut the 
Legislative Assembly seems determined 
to act us if it hud. The Governor ha* 
an Advisory Council, which is not u 
Cabinet by any means. The law gives 
the Ciovernor power to appoint its mem- 
bers but it does not compel him to act 
according to their advice. Tho people 
elect a legislative assembly but it does 
not possess the powers of the legislative 
assemblies of the provinces. 

The 14th section of the Territories 
Act reads as follows : 

"The Legislative Assembly shall not 
adopt- or pass any vote, resolution, ad- 
dress, or bill for the appropriation of 
any part of the public revenue, or of 
any tax or impost that has not been first 
recommended to the Assembly by mes- 
sage of the Lieutenant-Governor in the 
session in which such vote, resolution, 
address, or bill is proposed." 

It must be remembered that the 
Governor's udvisers— that is the Ad- 
visory Council — are not responsible to 
the Assembly. The Lieutenant- 
Governor recommended certain esti- 
mates as tho law directs. The Assem- 
bly, having first passed a vote of want 
of confidence in the Advisory Council, 
refused to pass those estimates. ft 
stopped the supplies on the ground that 
the power of the purse was constitution- 
ally theirs and not the Governor's. 
This, of course, created a dead-lock. 
It appears, however, that the 

Lieutenant-Governor can administer 
the greater part of tho revenue of the 
Territories — the subsidy voted by the 
Dominion — without the consent of the 
Legislative Assembly. The revenue 
collected in the Territories is tho only 
money over which the Assembly has 
any control, and this, amounting to a 
comparatively small sum, is the money 
which cannot now be expended. 

The action of tho Assembly will cause 
some inconvenience, bid nothing very 
Berious will happen in the Territories, 
because the Assembly has stopped the 
supplies. 

The question is, can the Government 
of tho Northwest be carried on under 
its present constitution ? It does not 
appear that it can. The people's repre- 
sentatives, no doubt, consider that they 
know better what the country needs 
than tho Lieutenant-Governor, ami 
they say if the executive is to govern 
the Territories, what is the use of hav- 
ing a Legislative Assembly at all '.' Con- 
tests like this, whether great or small, 
in these days can have but ono ending. 
The popular assembly is certain sooner 
or later to come oil' victorious, it is 
more than likely that, whether right or 
wrong, in a legal sense, tho majority of 
tho Assembly have the majority of the 
electors at their back. 

The probability is that the Govern- 
ment will, at the coming session of Par- 
liament, ho amend tho Territories Act 
as to concede to thu Assembly all that 
is reasonable in what they claim. It is 
to be hoped that they will do it in such 
a way as to disappoint thu mere office 

hunters of the majority. It seoms Ab- 
surd to burden the Territories just now 
with an expensive government. All the 
money that can hu raised within their 
bounds is needed for their roads ami 
bridges and schools and other local im- 
provements, and In expend it in paying 
high salaries to ollioinls that aro not

And having passed safely through all 
these perils and hardships, ho came 
within a hairsbreadth of losing his life 
in a place where no danger was appre- 
hended. This appears to confirm the 
-laying attributed to the First Napoleon, 
"A man cannot avoid his fate. " 

There is much happening every day 
that goes to convince tho reflecting man 
that "there is a divinity that shapes our 
ends, roughhew them as we may." 
Stanley seems to have been convinced of 
this. He evidently helioved that hii 
destiny is to open up Africa to civiliiui 
tion, and this conviction appears to havi 
supported him in the midst of toils and 
dangers and hardships and privations 
which, when we read of them, seem to be 
greater than human nature can bear. 
It is not surprising that a man who has 
gone through so much and escaped so 
many dangers by field and Hood, should 
feel that he had been preserved for some 
great purpose by a Higher Power. Some 
one has said that all great mon are 
fatalists, But Stanley is something 
more and something better than a be- 
liever in a blind, uudiscriminating, 
purposeless Fate. He evidently lias 
faith in an overruling Providence, and 
he has certainly a good reason for that 
belief if ever man had.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Judob Anderson, of Suit Luke City, 
delivered a judgment the other day, 
which we soe commendod in ninny 
American newspapers. He refused to 
admit Mormon applicants to the rights 
of citizenship, on the ground that their 
oath of obedience to their church was 
inconsistent with their duty to tho 
state. Ho held that a Mormon could 
not bo a good citizen. Tho St. Paul 
Pioneer Press, commenting upon Judge 
Anderson's decision, says : 

"It appeared by the testimony of ten 
ex-members of tho Mormon society, 
some of whom had held high station in 
that body, that a part of the ceremonies 
of the Endowment House, through 
which most Mormons pass of choice or 
necessity, consists of an oath, under 
horrible penalties, to avenge upon the 
Government of tho United States tho 
blood of tho Smiths, whom the Mormons 
affect to regard as prophets, This 
treasonable requirement, though null 
now in practical effect, can not be ex- 
acted of any man and be complied with 
by any man who is lit for citizenship." 

These and other oaths and vows 
taken by the Mormons in that house 
muko it impossible for them to be 
really loyal to the state. And the 

bligations to his church which pre- 

cuts a Mormon being a citizen of the 
United States, should be considered 
sufficient to debar him from the rights 

nd privileges of citizenship in tho 
Dominion of Canada.

THE INTERNATIONAL EXHI- 
BITION. 

Where is the international exhibition 
of 1892 to be held, is a iiuestion which 
is causing much discussion just now in 
the United States. The answer of some- 
is "New York, of course." But there 
are others who cannot see why New 
York should have the distinction, and 
the profit to be gained by the city in 
which the great exhibition is hold. 
Their answer is loud and emphatic and 
it is "Chicago." Tho merits of tho two 
cities is being warmly canvassed, and 
money is being subscribed towards an 
exhibition fund in them both. Chicago 
was much the more liberal at first. 
New York went to work more calmly 
and more deliberately, and its success 
has not been so brilliant. Congress is 
expected to appropriate a handsome 
sum towards the exhibition, and the so 
lection of the city in which it is to be 
held lies with that body. Influences of 
all kinds will be brought to bear upon 
its members and the chances appear 
now to bo that New York will he chosen. 
There are, however, many who doubt 
this. New York has its enemies in 
Congress, and there are some who 
are not exactly euemios, who 
would like to see it brought 
down a peg or two. Lately 
rumor has been raised that neither of 
the great cities will be tho choice of 
Congress, but that Washington, as be- 
ing the capital of the country, will be 
the favored city. There is as yet no 
certainty about the matter. There are, 
indeed, some who are looked upon as 
authorities who declare that there is not 
time between now and the summer of 
1802 to make the preparations that are 
required by such a show, and there is 
talk of putting it off to 18911. We hard 
ly think that there is much in this ru 
mor. A great deal can be done by those 
who have a command of money practi- 
cally unlimited in two years. And 
when once the Americans begin to pre- 
pare for the Exhibition, whether it is 
to be held in New York or Chica 
they will not waste any time. All that 
science and skill and enterprise can do to 
carry on the work will be done. It 
may, we think, be taken as a settled 
thing that the next International Exhi 
bition will be held in the United States 
in 1892, 

CORPORA L PUNISHMENT. 

A rather interesting ease in which the 
right of a teacher to inflict corporal 
punishment, came up in an English 
Court of law a few weeks ago. A mas 
tor of one of tho Hoard schools was con 
victed of assault by a magistrate be 
cause ho had beaten a boy with a cane 
on the palm of the hand. The magis- 
trate admitted that the offense which 
the boy committed was one that pro- 
perly called for corporal punishment. 
The punishment, four strokes of a cane 
on the hand, was, if caning on the hand 
was a proper method of punishment, he 
admitted inflicted unobjectionably. But 
he was of opinion that caning on the 
hand however administered, was neccs 
sarily attended by risk of serious in 
jury to the hand, and on that ground he 
convicted the schoolmaster of assault. 
The schoolmaster appealed, and the 
oaso was tried before Mr. Justice 
Mathew ami Mr. Justice Wills. The 
conviction was quashed, Mr. Justice 
Mathew in giving judgment said : 

"The point for the court was whether, 
according to the law of England, it was 
criminal for a master to cane a pupil by 
striking him on the hand. The magis- 
trate stated that the boy deserved the 
punishment, and ho did not attack the 
right to punish corporally with a view 
to intellectual stimulation, as tho coun- 
sel for tho respondent had done. It 
wan clear that no injury was caused in 
the case, and the punishment was pro- 
perly inflicted. Trie reason given by 
the magistrate, namely, that caning on 
the hand, however inflicted, was neces- 
sarily attended by risk of serious in- 
jury, was not sufficient to justify con- 
viction." 

It. is singular how opinions differ as to 
the mode of punishment proper to bo 
inflicted in schools.

This year 
the majority in favor of the act had 
considerably increased, being (iS. Those 
who have watched tho working of the 
Scott Act in Frodericton say that it. has 
done good. The election the other day 
is said to have been a fair one, and ex- 
presses the wishes and the convictions 
of a majority of the inhabitants of the 
city. The tide of opinion against the 
Scott Act has been very strong, and 
this victory in Frodericton may be an 
indication that it has turned.

Vouching fidelity "t a Chinese Widow t* 
a Promise Made Her Dead Husband. 
Th« MumU'i-in Tclinux Tsen, of the prov- 
ince of Soung, ynk a philosopher who pur- 
sued bis researches beyond tub mere concerns 
of earth, and his insight enabled him to os- 
capo thu pitfalls that lie in the paths of those 
who strive for useless riches or empty hon- 
ors. His satisfaction must have been pro- 
found when) after his death 1 , tho authorities 
proclaimed him happy and worthy of emula- 
tion. 

During the days which tho unknown riders 
of the universe allotted to him to »poiid be- 
neath th» blue sky,' among the flowers and 
Under tho willow and bamboo, It was Tchung 
Tsen's custom to walk through the fluids in 
meditation.

Hardly could we restrain her from 
tearing her waxen cheeks with her little 
nails. But all things have an end, and the 
torrent of her grief at length subsided! 

"Three days ni ter Tao's death she learned 
that one of his disciples wished to testify his 
sympathy for her bereavement, and, liko u 
rational being, she rightly judged that she 
ought not to deny him She met him, sob 
biug.

Narrow Escape on IheC, i\ u. 

Yesterday's westbound train was de- 
layed in reaching Vancouver several 
hours by an accident which occurred on 
the line near Donald on Saturday last , 
and which was described to the Colum- 
bian by one of the passengers as fol- 
lows : The Pacific express had pro 
ceeded west of Donald about three 
miles, when one of the sundbourds ol 
tho Colonist sleeper became detached 
and dropped to the rail throwing the 
car and three following coaches from 
tho track. The air-brakes worked like 
a charm, and tho train speedily came to 
a standstill. The spot where this acci- 
dent occurred was near the mouth of a 
tunnel, and lit place whore the 
roud is cut out of the side 
of the mountain, the lower 
side being almost perpendicular for 
nearly 300 feet. When I ho train Stopped 
three of Uio derailed cars overhung this 
terrible precipice, only held from an 
awful fail into the depths below by the 
strength of tho couplings. The acci- 
dent, together with the perilous situa- 
tion in which tho lives of all were 
placed, caused much consternation 
among the passengers, and thu agony 
endured by some of them during tho 
few minutes that passed before they 
could bo removed, was something in- 
tense, and Oliver to bo forgotten. 
Conductor Unwin, who was in charge of 
tho train, behaved with tho utmost 
coolness throughout, and his cheery 

manner and quint way served to reas- 
sure many of tho passengers whose 
liervea had sustained a rude shock by 
tho mishap. Jackscrews wore quickly 
got out and placed under tho endanger- 
ed coaches, and by these means they 
Were once moro set upon tho rails and 
tho train proceeded, reaching its desti- 
nation without further ocoideut,
